A bill that was filed this 
summer at the State House 
could be very important to 
the future of WCTV. HD.4389 
— An Act Relative to Digital

I have told so many stories 


} in the good old Town Crier 


that’ I had to go back and 
read a few to see if I told this 
beauty. I did not find this 
story so — here we go. 

It: took place in the sum- 
mier ‘of 1960 or so. 

Back : in those days we 
spent a huge amount of time 
at Silver Lake. At the age of 
six, seven or eight we would 
walls, -run, or ride bikes to 
the lake and spend all day 
there ’ and then head home 
the’s. Same way we came. I can 
still se@ the line of exhausted 
kids: dragging our towels as 
we'made our way home after 
a: tong: day of “fun in the 
sun!?~ 

It- still amazes me to this 
day that we were allowed to 
travel all over town at such a 
young age. Two things come 
to mind about that. For one 

— that wasa very different 
time. ‘It was an innocent time 
in a-$mall town where you 
trusted. your neighbors to 
look-out after your kid if 
they. néeded help. Also (for 
niy faniily of 10 with a single 
mother) responsibility for 
other kids was handed out 
liberally at a very young age 
out of necessity. 

i was the “oldest of the lit- 
tle kids” in my family. I was 
often in charge of four little 
brothers and sisters. I be- 
lieve the job should have 
been my sister Sharon’s job 
— but she was often troubled 
with -a lifelong illness that 
kept her from that responsi- 
bility. 

Thus-the job of watching 
these kids came to me. 


. 


Which brings me to this 
story. 

Back then there was a gro- 
cery store called Stevens 
Market right across the lake 
from the public beach. 

My mother sometimes drop- 
ped us off at the public beach 
to swim while she went gro- 
cery shopping. After shop- 
ping she would sometimes go 
for a swim with us as she 
picked us up. 

On this particular day my 
mother let us out at the beach 
as she looked at me and said, 
“keep an eye on the little 
kids!” Oh boy, this meant I 
had to watch two brothers 
and a sister. My youngest sis- 
ter was too little to come with 
us at that time. 

Imagine if you will — a 
seven year old boy keeping 
an eye on three kids, on a hot 
day, at a crowded beach. 

Most of the times, these 
guys would do as I said, but 
other times they could be 
stubborn and do what they 
wanted and not listen to me 
at all. They could and would 
say “you’re not the boss 0’ 
me!!” 

Watching these kids was a 
tough job that I seemed to 
embrace with an open heart 
because I had a deep love 
and sense of responsibility to 
them. 

Things were going along 
pretty good that day when 
suddenly all hell broke loose! 

I was looking at my next 
younger brother Cliff when a 
GIANT horsefly landed on 
his forehead and bit him. 
The next thing I knew his 
head started to swell to bibli- 
cal proportions. 

I panicked as I broke out in

chills and goose bumps. I ran 
for help. I knew there was an 
older lady there who ran the 
beach. I remember she used 
to sit on the beach and knit 
to this day. 

I’m not sure what hap- 
pened. Whether I was afraid 
to ask her or if I found her or 
what the hell happened but I 
came up empty. No help! 

I quickly ran back to my 
kids and grabbed my broth- 
er and started to shove him 
towards the chain link fence 
gate as I yelled and pointed. 

I pointed to Stevens Market 
way across the lake and 
yelled, “Ma is over there, Ma 
is over there, run to her, run 
to her!! 


No kidding — that’s the 
best I could come up with at 
the time. I could not leave 
the other kids and it was all 
I could think to do. 

I can still see in my mind 
my brother — with his swol- 
len head — as he ran around 
the fence. I remember think- 


ing with a sinking heart that 


he just wasn’t going to make 
it, he is dead in the water. My 
brother is going to die and it 
is my fault. 

But, just as he was even 
with me on the other side of 
the fence the Wilmington 
Police pulled up to him in 
their cruiser. I yelled out real 
loud and fast “That’smylittle- 
brotherandhegotstungand

The police man put him in 
the back seat and drove away. 

That is all I remember that 
day. I know my brother made 
it because he is still with us 
some 59 years later. 

I also am so glad he made 
it because I know I would 
have felt guilty for the rest of 
my life. 

I have looked back at this 
memory and often find myself 
feeling guilty that I did not 
handle things well. You know 
how it is. Some things get 
planted in your mind when 
you are little and you just 
can’t shake it. However, I had 


a counselor once who told me* 
that she thought I was a great’- 
hero who saved my brother's’ - 
life. I was only seven and I did’ 
the best I could, and my bro- 
ther is alive. 

Oh, and this might saaitl 
weird or whatever but I had: 
a dream one time. I am not» 
sure if I was awake or asleepi-* 
when I saw a picture in my- 
mind of the policeman in the* 
passenger seat of that cruis-"}» 
er and he looked just like Je-" 
sus as I picture him. Maybe’: 
somebody else was looking*: 
out for my little brother, tod!

Eaton-Caswell house: Silver Lake landmark demolished

There is now a vacant lot 
at 80 Main St., facing Silver 
Lake. Until last week, there 
was. a 10-room Victorian 
house. there. On Wednesday, 
if was. torn down. Attorney 
Michael Newhouse plans to 
build. a new office there, 
using. some elements of the 
old house that were saved. 
He has already built a new 
home next door. 

From 1945, the old two-and- 
a-half story house had been 
the home of the Eaton fami- 
ly. Long before that, it had 
been a summer home of Hor- 
ace and Emma Caswell. 

‘The, Bernard Eaton family 
moved to Cottage Street in Wil- 
mington in 1938. Seven years 
later, they bought the beautiful 
Caswell house, in the point 
between Main Street and Glen 
Road:-Making their move quite 
memorable, the ice house 


across the street burned the 


same day they moved. 

Bernard and Elsie Eaton 
raised .a family of nine in 
that house. Mr. Eaton, a wel- 
det; kept a bountiful garden 
until it was destroyed by 
town’s installation of a sewer 
line’ in: 1981. He died in 1992, 
Elsie Eaton in 1981. 

In'front of the house, at the 
intersection, stands a monu- 
ment to Ronald Eaton, a Na- 
val: aviator killed in Korea 
on’ June 24, 1952. Eaton bail- 
ed‘out-after his Corsair was 
hit,- and landed behind ene- 
my lines. However, when a 
helicopter came to his res- 
cue, hé was killed in the res- 
cue’ attempt. 

The ‘following story was 


- Written in 1973 by Capt. Larz 


Neilson, founder of the Town 
Crier. He grew up next door 
to that house. 

‘It is 'athree-story structure of 


graceful lines, built in the sec- 
ond half of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, in a style that has been 
called Victorian. It stands on a 
nice but small grassy plain, 
extending from Silver Lake 
down to Lubbers Brook. It sits 
between Main Street and Glen 
Road, which was once the 
main road to the center of 
town and which dates back to 
at least 1741. The easterly 
bounds had been an old ditch, 
dating back to 1720 or earlier, 
which connected Silver Lake 
with the brook and served to 
keep full the millpond of the 
Thompson - Harnden mill. 

The area around Sandy 
Pond, which was later re- 
named Silver Lake, was a 
quiet and beautiful place in 
the years following the Civil 
War. Horace Caswell, a New 
Brunswick native, had the 
house built for himself and 
his bride, Emma Marshall, 
some time after 1872. 

Emma was born in South 
Boston but was raised in Wil- 
mington. The family moved 
to Wilmington some time 
before the Civil War, perhaps 
shortly after 1850. Emma’s 
mother, a widow, ran a board- 
ing house at the other end of 
Glen Road in the days before 
the Civil War, in which lived 
men who worked as bakers in 
the Bond cracker bakeries. 

The Caswells seemed to al- 
ternate between living in 
Boston and living in Wil- 
mington. Their son Bertram 
was born in Boston in 1875. 
Their names do not appear 
in lists of persons present at 
various socials in this town, 
as for instance, at the chur- 
ches or the parties of Mrs. 
Dr. France Hiller. 

But Emma Caswell was 
alert to the goings on in the 


community and years later - 


could gossip over the back 


yard fence about the foibles 
and scandals of the past, in 
Wilmington. She was a lively 
lady, very much alert. 

In the days before World 
War I, Horace, now retired, 
built a store and ice cream 
parlor on Main Street. The 
streetcars would come out to 
Silver Lake with Sunday 
crowds and Horace was there 
to greet them, as was another 
vendor, Mr. MacFarland on 
Grove Avenue. 

The building that housed 
Horace’s ice cream parlor 
later became a TV repair 
shop. 

When Horace died in 1917, 
his son, Dr. Bertram Caswell 
took over, along with his wife 
Charlotte, better known as 
Lottie. 

Bertram had a long, low car 
in which he drove back and 
forth to his office in Boston, 
at the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Co. Having that kind 
of car, it might be inferred 
that was a fast driver, but the 
opposite was the case. He 
was one of the most steady 
plodders this writer has ever 
known, and he drove his car 
the same way. 

Lottie was a worker. She kept 
the back yard going. She kept 
pet bantams. She had several 
raspberry bushes and a large 
garden. Every summer, she 
grew vegetables that she can- 
ned each fall. Hundreds of 
glass quart jars would be in 
that cellar each fall, all filled 
with canned food. 

Nearby was a large field, 
known as Purbeck’s, where 
Marjorie Road and Davis 
Road were later built. For 
many years it was a hayfield. 
After the last hay cutting, it 
was a veritable sea of dai- 
sies, growing where there 
are now homes and trees. 

Lottie’s daughter, Doris and 


her girlfriends would go into 
that field, laughing gaily, and 
gather their daisies. It was a 
sight to behold, beautiful 
blonde Doris, who grew up to 
be a model and actress. 
Later, Doris acquired a 
Marmon, a big flashy car, 
much in contrast to that driv- 
en by Bertram. It was one of 
the things to see in the old 
town, Doris and her Marmon 
beside Bertram and his car. 
But the times were chang- 
ing. Dr, Caswell sold the prop- 
erty in the late 1920s, and dis- 
appeared from town, and with 
him Lottie and Doris. They 
lived in Medford and Somer- 
ville. In May 1930, at age 23, 
Doris married silent screen 
actor Kenneth Harlan, his 


_ fifth wife of nine. The mar- 


riage lasted seven months. 
When they split in January 
1931, it was announced that 
she would return to the stage 
in New York Citv.

You and I have maybe 
have attended more meet- 
ings than we can say but as 
we leave, we say, “what a 
waste of time.” Well, we are 
going to be reviewing that, 
not to solve the problem 
totally, as some meetings 
are essential anyway, plus 
another pass at the issues 
around “civility” that I 
have raised in this column 
before but still see it be- 
coming a national night- 
mare. 


Making meetings 
meaningful 


The question often comes 
up at the beginning of every 
meeting, whether in city/ 
town hall, school depart- 
ment or any other depart- 
ment for that matter and 
even meetings in the home 
front, which really gets 
close and serious, of making 
the meeting productive and 
serve a purpose. This issue 
was addressed recently by 
Allison Rodman and Jill 
Thompson when they listed 
several factors including: 
too many people present as 
one of the issues. Some- 
times the meetings have so 
many participants a room is 
too small and needs to move 
to added space. 

A second point raised was 
are the folks at the meeting 
unprepared and do not all 
have the same information 
that is being discussed, plus 
all people in the meeting 
should know in advance the 
information they need to 
bring to a meeting and the 
purpose or goal of the meet- 
ing. A third factor comes 
when folks come to a meet- 
ing with another issue on

their mind that could inter- 
fere with the session. A 
simple statement. from a 
facilitator or the person 
chairing the session is to 
raise that as a possibility, 
requesting that full atten- 
tion be given to the issues 
being raised that hour. 

Let me add, I stated an 
hour as one of my methods 
in the sense that (outside of 
formal corporate or city/ 
town board meetings) that 
is enough time to resolve 
an issue and moye on or to 
re-schedule to a new time, 
which. should be done as 
seldom as possible. Rod- 
man and Thompson also 
refer to another issue they 
call “parochial agendas” 
which I call “personal is- 
sues” coming with individu- 
als at the meeting as their 
personal agenda, which is 
not necessarily the chair- 
man’s goal. 

Another point is a meet- 
ing that seems to bounce 
agendas around the room 
with no focus, which really 
creates a “waste of time at- 
mosphere” meaning the 
chair or the person calling 
the meeting needs to con- 
trol the “drifting process” 
from a meeting agenda. 

While I must have attend- 
ed 500 meetings from local 
non-profit meetings to city, 
state and national meet- 
ings, I have personally 
found the majority of suc- 
cessful meetings were those 
in which the pre-distributed 
agenda and potential power 
points guided the process to 
a meeting you left feeling 
good. One has to become 
aware that too often meet- 
ings become “story-telling 
sessions” that go on too 
long to take away from the 
agenda, focus. and. goals

Useless meetings and civility 
topics for some reflections 


that must be clear entering 
the room. 

An important point raised 
by Rodman and Thompson 
that I strongly support is 
that actions from meetings 
needed to be followed 
through to the greatest 
extent possible or this will 
become an issue in any 
future meetings of the 
same or possibly a differ- 
ent group. Let me tell you 
from personal experience, 
this can haunt you. 

Finally on this point of 
meetings, let me include 
some personal suggestions. 
There is no reason to have 
meetings just because one 
is listed on the schedule for 
the year if you find there is 
not a reason to meet. Sec- 
ond, introductions may be 
in order at the beginnings 
of a meeting, especially if 
they are not regular attend- 
ing groups. As stated above, 
keep the meeting to an 
hour. As chair, steer the 
meeting to the goals, as 
stated in the agenda, and if 
appropriate a note or e- 
mail of thanks is produc- 
tive. Quite often a summary 
of a meeting can be very 
productive, time permit- 
ting.

incidents that are palpable 
with the comment, “we 
never thought it would hap- 
pen here.” Are we serious, 
these incidents can happen 
anywhere in any communi- 
ty in the United States. 

Several leaders in this 
area have gone on the rec- 
ord of saying, “there is’a 
role for each of us” as Rob- 
ert Watson of Lynn Univer- 
sity in Florida commented, 
adding, “we must reject the 
fear and the hate.”

0 Ogunquit, Maine

Ogunquit, Maine is a sum- 
mertime vacation spot for 
many, with it’s beautiful 
coastline and New England 


seaside charm. But, besides” 


sandy beaches and quaint 
gift shops, Ogunquit offers a 
vast history of fishing, lob- 
stering, and New England 
architecture. 

Ogunquit also has a rich 
cultural history provided by 
its vibrant art community 
and professional summer 
theatre stock. 

The Ogunquit Heritage Mu- 
seum, located at 86 Obeds 
Lane in Ogunquit, is dedicat- 
ed to preserving documents, 
historical items, knowledge 
and™memories of Ogunquit 
varied heritage. 

The Ogunquit Heritage Mu- 
seum (OHM) is housed in a 
circa 1780 building that was 
once the home of sea Cap- 
tain James Winn. 

Captain Winn was born in 
1808, and lived in the home 
with his seafaring family 
until he was old enough to 
follow his family legacy. As 
Captain, he helmed the Winn 
family owned, 161 ton brig 
that. departed regularly out 
of Kennebunkport. 

Remarkably, through 200 
years of owners and tenants, 
nothing has changed the ori- 
ginal integrity of the Winn 
home. With original panel- 
ing,':flooring and hardware 
still-intact, the home former- 
ly stood on Route One, but 
was.moved after it was do- 
nated to the town. 

The 18th century cape style 
house is now nestled in the 
Dorothea Jacob Grant Com- 
mon; which features large 
open areas with winding 
paths, and is now the home 
of the Ogunquit Heritage 
Museum. 

The Museum offers a visit 
back in time to favorite Ogun- 
quit spots, such as Perkins 
Cove, Ogunquit River, Ogun- 
quit Village, and the Marginal 
Way. 

‘Learn about the sight of 
the first footbridge, the first 
Pavilion, and the first Ogun- 
quit Playhouse. 

Discover the interesting his- 
tory of many sites like The 
Maxwell House, The Lookout 
Hotél, and The Woodbury

was an Ogunquit genealogist 
and historian, and a direct 
descendant of Edmund Lit- 
tlefield (the immigrant an- 
cestor of the New England 
Littlefields, founders of Wells, 
Maine). Charles is also the 


author-of three books’ on ' 


Ogunquit history. 

The growing collection at 
the Littlefield Library cur- 
rently consists of almost 600 
volumes of genealogy, fami- 
ly history, town and regional 
history, vital records, peri- 
odicals and maps pertaining 
to Maine and New England. 

Residing in front of the Mu- 
seum, or sometimes moored 
in Perkins Cove, is the Ogun- 
quit Heritage Museum’s own 
dory. Built and launched in 
2008, this dory is an exact 
replica of the famous Ogun- 
quit dory (a small fishing 
boat). 

The Ogunquit dory was 
created by William Henry 
Perkins, a local fisherman, 
and dotted the Ogunquit 
coastline in the late 1800’s. 
The Ogunquit dories were 
favored by local Maine fish- 
ermen, and differ from 
other similar vessels, be- 
cause they were built to ac- 
commodate the rocky coast 
line and strong tides of 
Ogunquit, and had a very 
wide beam (middle section) 
to accomodate lobster traps 
or extra trawling equipment. 

The sometimes colorfully 
painted Ogunquit dory has 
also been the subject of 
choice for many regional 
artists, making the dory a 
symbol of the Ogunquit 
coastline. 

Because these dories are 
legendary and a part of 
Ogunquit coastal history, the 
OHM researched and la- 
bored to create a duplicate 
dory to display for the public 
to enjoy. .- 

While enjoying all the won- 
drous sights Ogunquit has to 
offer, make time to stop at 
the Ogunquit Heritage Mu- 
seum. This museum has 
been on the National Regis- 
ter of Historical Places since

WOBURN — State and Wo- 
burn police were still investi- 
gating, Thursday (Aug. 8), the 
cause. of a major accident 
shortly before 10:30 a.m. 
Wednesday morning (July 31) 
where a Nashua, N.H. man 
was killed and a Wilmington 
man was injured in a crash on 
Cambridge Road in West 
Woburn. 

Thé’ unexplained events to 
the cause of the accident have 
yet ‘to be determined and 
Woburn Police report “it is all 
still.under investigation.” 

The Nashua, N.H. driver 
was, proceeding south on 
Cambridge Road in Woburn, 
just, north of St. Barbara’s 
Church, and suddenly veered 
into: the northbound lane 
where another car was going 
north: Both collided.
